A SANGUINARY CONFLICT 

Precipitated Br ■ Negro Slapping m 
Yonoi While Woman. 

Dallas, Tex., May 13.— A «erlous shoot- 
ing affray between blacks and whitei oc- 
curred Saturday night at Hempstead, a 
little station fifty miles north of Houston, 
on the Houston & Te»as Central Railroad. 
A negro named Randall Pieraon entered 
the store of a merchant named Schwartz, 
about 7 o'clock in the evening, and insulted 
Schwartz's daughter, Anally slapping her 
in the face. He then fled. He was pursued 
by the City Marshal and a posse of eight 
white men, who were met by about 
twenty-five armed negroes and who 
commenced tiring, the whites re- 
turning the fire. A negro named 
Jerry Oliver was wounded and cap- 
tured, City Marshal Pinckney and another 
white man were shot, but it is not thought 
mortally. Pierson escaped. Yesterday 
there was great excitement among the 
white people. Officers and a large number 
of citizens were preparing to set out to 
make arrests. More trouble in apprehended, 
and there will probably be much blood- 
sh»d. There was strong talk of lynching 
the negroes implicated in the affair.
